BRITISH CLAIMS AGAINST HUNGARY. 


FinaL DATE FOR LODGMENT. 


The Administrator of Hungarian Property, under 
Article 1 (xiv) of the Treaty of Peace (Hungary) Orders, 
1921 to 1923, and with the approval of the President 
of the Board of Trade, prescribed in 1923, June 30 of 
that year as the final date by which proofs by British 
Nationals of debts due to them by Hungarian Nationals 
or of pecuniary obligations of the Hungarian Govern- 
ment under Article 231 of the Treaty of Trianon must 
be made in order to participate in the distribution of 
the relevant funds in the hands of the Administrator, 
provided that he might extend the period uf lodging 
the Proof of Claim until two months after the claimant 
became aware of the existence or amount of the claim 
where he is satisfied that the claimant only became 
aware of the existence or amount of the claim at a 
date subsequent to June 1, 1923. 

In variation of this proviso, the Administrator has 
now prescribed May 20, 1930, as the final date in the 
ease of British Nationals whose claims come within the 
proviso by which proofs of such debts or obligations 
as are referred to above must be lodged with the 
Department for the Administration of Hungarian 
Property in order to participate in the distribution of 
the relevant funds. 

The prescribed forms of proof of claim may be 
obtained on application to the Administrator of Hun- 
garian Property, Cornwall House, Stamford Street, 


London, 8.E. 1. 





PROPOSED REGISTRATION OF 
ACCOUNTANTS. 


The Departmental Committee which was appointed 
by the President of the Board of Trade to consider 
and report whether it is desirable to restrict the 
practice of the profession of accountancy to persons 
whose names would be inscribed in a register estab- 
lished by law, and, if so, to report on the method by 
which such register should be established and con- 
trolled, held meetings on March 27 and 28 and April 10 
and 11. 

At these meetings evidence on behalf of the follow- 
ing bodies was given:—Institute of Chartered 
Accountants in England and Wales; Society of In- 
corporated Accountants and Auditors; Institute of 
Accountants and Actuaries in Glasgow; Society of 
Accountants in Aberdeen; Professional Accountants’ 
Alliance, Limited; Institute of Cost and Works 
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Accountants, Limited; London Association of 
Accountants, Limited; Corporation of Accountants, 
Limited ; Central Association of Accountants, Limited, 
and Institution of Certified Public Accountants, 
Limited.

EAST AFRICAN COTTON AND COTTON-SEED 
EXPORTS. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner in East Africa reports 
that during December, 1929, exports of cotton from 
Uganda amounted to 1,210,742 shillings, of which 
1,036,772 shs. went to India and Burma, 103,392 shs. 
to Japan, and 70,578 shs. to Great Britain. 

As regards Tanganyika Territory, exports of cotton 
during December totalled 102,070 shs., all of which 
went to India and Burma. 

Cotton-seed exports from Uganda and Tanganyika 
Territory amounted in value to 66,990 shs. and 67,706 
shs. respectively, all of which went to Great Britain.

EXPORT MARKET PROBLEMS. 


Mr. G. M. Gillett, M.P., Secretary of the Department 
of Overseas Trade, has for some time felt that the use- 
fulness of the Department would be strengthened by 
the creation of a special organisation to examine the 
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problems of export trade, study present and potential 
markets, constantly review the volume and trend of 
trade, investigate reasons for decline in exports by 
trades and markets, and ascertain possible remedies 
with the object of the profitable expansion of British 
rade.

OVERSEAS TRADE SECRETARY ON OUR 
DECLINING SHARE. 


In the course of a speech at the Annual Meeting of 
the Association of British Chambers of Commerce, Mr. 
G. M. Gillett, J.P., M.P., Secretary of the Department 
of Overseas Trade, said :— 


If we look upon the countries of the world as im- 
porters of United Kingdom manufactures we see that 
our share is declining, while that of some of our com- 
petitors is increasing. It has been estimated by the 
economic section of the League of Nations that the total 
world trade in 1927, when adjusted to 1913 values, was 
20 per cent. greater than in 1913. 


From figures showing the percentage of trade derived 
from the leading exporting countries it is seen that in 
1913 the three countries, Great Britain, Germany, and 
the United States, were all about on a level, whereas 
by 1928 the United States had established a marked 


superiority. 


UNITED STATES COMPETITION. 


In 1913 Brazil’s percentage of imports from the 
United Kingdom was 24 against 16 from the United 
States. By 1928 the position had been reversed, and 
she took only 22 per cent. from us, against 27 per cent. 
from the United States. In 1913 Australia’s percentage 
of our goods was 52, against 14 from the United States. 
By 1928 the position here was also distinctly less favour- 
able to us. In that year she took 43 per cent. from us, 
against 24 per cent. from the United States. Many 
other countries show a like tendency. 


Lord D’Abernon’s Mission to South America did 
work of first-rate importance, and their Report tells us 
in language not susceptible of misunderstanding that in 
Argentina, although enjoying a privileged position built 
up through years of sound and friendly economic rela- 


' tionship, we are not maintaining our position, while 


American exports have continued to increase. Figures 
again substantiate that statement. Our own returns 
show that the values of exports of the United Kingdom 
to the Argentine, after reaching £31 million in 1928, 
have not kept up, the figure for 1929 being something 
just over £29 million. 

The United States is now by far the greatest export- 
ing country in the world, and it has been computed 
that the volume of her exports in 1928 was, in broad 
figures, half as much again as they were in 1922. This 
is an amazing development, and the facts are even more 
significant when it is appreciated that there has been a 
steady increase in the proportion of exports of finished 
manufactures. 

We cannot, of course, hope to challenge American 
trade in the aggregate in view of her immense resources 
for the supply of raw produce and materials; but the 
progress now being enjoyed by that country is not con- 
fined to such commodities. The growth in the export of 
motor vehicles and motor trucks is particularly strik- 
ing; motor trucks, for example, showed an increase in 
1928 over 1922 of over 1,000 per cent. 


Of other commodities sharing in this extraordinary 
development some are goods ‘‘ new ’’ to this generation, 
such as radio apparatus and calculating machines, but 
others represent lines in which the United Kingdom has 
been pre-eminent, such as cutlery, printing machinery, 
musical instruments, paints and varnishes. On the 
other hand, among the few commodities which did not 
share in this progress may be mentioned leather goods, 
cotton cloth, steel rails and textile manufactures. 


The D’Abernon Mission said, in relation to Argentine 
trade, that the large Argentine demand is for new com- 
modities of commerce, and that we do not supply them 
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on a scale worthy of our position as an industrial and 
exporting nation. There appears to be ground for the 
suggestion that the expenditure on new commodities 
has diverted money which might otherwise have gone to 
more staple trades. 


The same general considerations might apply with 
equal force to other overseas markets. He would give a 
few details of the value of United Kingdom exports in 
the years 1913, 1924 and 1929, calculated at the prices 
ruling during 1924—not total figures of export, but only 
those relating to goods wholly or mainly manufactured. 
In 1913 the export figure on this basis would be £788 
million: in 1924 £619 million: and in 1929 £676 mil- 
lion. On that computation we were, in 1929, over 
£100 million behind 1913. 


Before he left the foreign market field he would like 
to refer to China. China is one of the large markets of 
the world, and, as far as our own exports are concerned, 
ig among the first world purchasers and took from us 
in 1929 over £20 million, but this figure would have 
been much greater had we maintained our pre-war 
position. The significant fact in this market is the 
amazing growth of Japanese and American trade. Why 
those countries should increase and we decline is a 
matter we intend to examine. 


EMPIRE TRADE. 


During 1929 there were twelve countries in the world 
each taking over £20 million of United Kingdom ex- 
ports. Of these twelve, six were Empire countries, and 
together they imported over £257 million of our exports, 
as against £185 million taken by the six foreign coun- 
tries. Notwithstanding this there has been a small de- 
cline in the value of our trade with the overseas Empire 
during the past three years, whereas concurrently there 
has been a growth of our trade with foreign countries. 

In 1929 the decline in our trade with the Empire, as 
compared with 1928, was due to the fact that India 
took nearly £6 million less. On the other hand—and 
this is a hopeful sign—we exported £1 million more to 

he Dominions and £14 million more to the Colonies. 


Looking at the competition we had to meet in our 
chief Empire markets during recent years, we find that 
Canadian total imports increased by over £100 million 
from 1913 to 1927, but the United Kingdom secured 
only some £11 million of this, as against £66 million by 
the United States. Similarly, Australia increased her 
trade by £86 million, of which the United Kingdom 
secured some £27 million, as against £31 million by the 
United States. In India the United Kingdom and the 
United States each secured approximately £12 million 
of the £69 million increase. But in 1913 India took 
£83 million from the United Kingdom and only £38 
million from the United States. New Zealand imports 
have more than doubled, and of this increase the 
United Kingdom supplied some £8 million and the 
United States £6 million. But here, again, in 1918 
the United Kingdom and the United States figures 
were £13 million and £2 million respectively. In 
South Africa the increase of imports amounted to 
some £31 million; the United Kingdom securing some 
£9 million and the United States £8 million. Once 
again the 1913 figures give the United Kingdom as 
£23 million and the United States £3 million. 


Our Empire offers us tremendous openings, and some 
of the best possibilities of trade expansion in the world. 
We should leave no stone unturned to ascertain why our 
chief competitor is making such headway there, and 
what we can do to obtain more of this great trade. He 
had given much space to comparison with the United 
States, but other countries to a lesser degree are also 
giving us increasingly severe competition. Japan in 
certain lines, notably textiles; Germany, Belgium, and 
Italy all contribute their increasing competition in 
world trade, our share in which is declining. 


OVERSEAS TRADE DEVELOPMENT COUNCIL. 


Referring to his own Department, Mr. Gillett stated 
that the present Government realise that the overseas 
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trade of this country cannot be improved simply by 
making speeches. We have, therefore, endeavoured to 
be constructive. He announced recently in the House 
of Commons that it had been decided to appoint eight 
new Commercial Diplomatic officers and two Trade 
Commissioners for overseas service. 

That is, he was convinced, a step in the right direc. 
tion. The staff at headquarters was also being 
strengthened. 

They may have seen in the press the announce. 
ment about the Overseas Trade Development Council 
(see also page 520 of this issue). It is the intention 
to add other names to the Council as time goes on. 
They also hope to keep in close touch with Chambers 
of Commerce as well as with other industrial organisa- 
tions both for consultation and advice, as well as to 
prevent overlapping. 

The Council will examine large problems of export 
trade: study present and potential markets, constantly 
review the volume and trend of trade, investigate the 
reasons for decline in exports as a whole and by trades 
and markets, and ascertain possible remedies with the 
object of profitable expansion of British trade. 

The Council had already been at work. Lord 
D’Abernon and the members of his Mission had met 
the members of the Council when they discussed the 
D’Abernon report to see how best to act on its recom- 
mendations. They did not want the Report to be 
pigeonholed and to become sterile. 


TRADE PROBLEMS. 


At present times are bad in this country, but we 
must not lose the true perspective. Most of the world 
is productively or industrially out of balance. For 
instance the key industry of Canada-—-wheat—is suffer- 
ing temporarily with rubber in Malaya and elsewhere. 
Highly-industrialised Germany has serious unemploy- 
ment, and the same is the case of the United States. 
Because our trade is world-wide, we suffer from every 
abnormal condition abroad, and such conditions now 
exist in many markets. 

He believed, however, that we shall see, in the not 
too distant future, prosperous markets where at present 
we see depressed ones. We must equip ourselves now 
so that our goods may sell in those markets against 
their rivals when the conditions improved. 

If Britain is to regain world leadership in trade it will 
require greater effort than we have yet put forth since 
the war, based on more accurate knowledge and a bet- 
ter understanding of the position than we have had 
in the past. A great industrial revolution is taking 
place, and we must keep abreast of the changes, both 
in production and distribution—indeed, we should set 
the pace. 

We have commonly thought of two partners in 
industry—management, or capital on the one hand, 
and production or labour on the other. But are there 
not three? Is not distribution or marketing equally 
important? Indeed, the three operations must be 
interwoven and interdependent if success is to be 
achieved. He believed that by the special investi- 
gations on behalf of specific industries in particular 
markets, which the Development Council will under- 
take, we shall provide much that is constructive and 
helpful to those three divisions of industry and trade. 
The Council will endeavour to focus vital matters both 
in regard to goods and markets which will bring about 
a still closer and, he believed, a more practical co- 
operation with specific trades than has yet been 
attempted or achieved. 

His Department, if considered in conjunction with 
its overseas services, is a great machine, and he wanted 
it to be so directed that it may bring all possible grist 
to the industrial mill and put the United Kingdom first 
as the greatest exporting country of the world. The 
Development Council is a council of action, Mr. Gillett 
concluded. The success of its work will depend upot 
the use made of it by industry. Government has 
played its part by creating this expert machine. It is 
for them to see that it is fully and usefully employed. 
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OUR OVERSEAS TRADE IN THE 
FIRST QUARTER OF 1930. 





COMPARISONS WITH FOURTH AND FIRST 
QUARTERS OF 1929. 


In last week’s issue of the “‘ B.T.J.’’ (page 481) 
we published a preliminary summary of our recorded 
imports and exports during March. The figures 
showed that imports, and exports of United Kingdom 
produce and manufactures, were each about £5 million 
less than in March, 1929, while exports of imported 
merchandise also declined, as compared with March, 
1929, by £2°3 million. Imports during March were 
£52 million more, and exports of United Kingdom 
produce and manufactures were £2:0 million more, 
than in the preceding month. It should be borne in 
mind in comparing the trade in the two months that 
March had two more working days than February, and 
the following figures show the average per working 
day (i.e., excluding Sundays) of imports, exports, and 
re-exports during the past three months :—

There is normally a decline in imports during the 
first half of the year, and the first three months of this 
year have followed the normal course, so far as may be 
judged from the value figures. British exports, on the 
other hand, tend to increase in volume throughout the 
vear. The trade figures for any one month are, how- 
ever, necessarily liable to accidental variations, and no 
definite conclusion can be drawn from the above 
figures. In a subsequent article we shall consider how 
the volume of imports and exports during the past 
quarter compares with the volume during recent 
quarters, and to what extent the decrease in value as 
compared with a year ago is due to a fall in the 
general level of prices. 

In the following paragraphs a comparison is given of 
our trade in some of the more. important classes of 
goods in the first quarter of 1930 and the fourth and 
first quarters of 1929.

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The quantity of wheat imported during the last three 
months was less by 5:0 million cwts., or nearly one- 
fifth, than the quantity imported in the first quarter 
of 1929, Australia being the only principal country to 
send us increased supplies. For the crop year since 
September 1 last, the aggregate imports of wheat have 
been greater by 2°4 million ewts., or slightly over 4 per 
cent., than in the corresponding period a year earlier, 
but only 0-4 million ewts., or 0°6 per cent., greater 
than in the first seven months of the crop year 1927/8. 

Imports of wheat-meal and flour increased by nearly 
700,000 ewts., or 37 per cent., as compared with a year 
earlier. Imports from the United States increased 
from 473,000 to 778,000 ewts., and those from France 
from 30,000 to 423,000 ewts. The latter increase may 
be attributed to the special arrangements, brought into 
force last December and intended to last only three 
months, for encouraging the export of wheat-meal and 
flour ground in France from imported wheat. 

The value of imported meat was £2°2 million (8°3 
per cent.) in excess of the value of meat imported in 
the first quarter of 1929, but, as will be seen from the 
above table, there was no such change in the total 
quantity of meat imported. The principal cause of the 
increase in value was the rise in average values of beef 
and bacon, amounting to 13 and 9 per cent. respec- 
tively; and while pork also showed a substantial rise, 
the average value of the mutton imported remained the 
same as a year earlier. 

A substantial fall occurred in the average values of 
butter, eggs in shell, and tea, the fall of nearly 20 per 
cent. in tea, accompanied by a decline of 4 per cent. 
in quantity, accounting for £2 million out of the decline 
of £6-3 million in the non-dutiable food group. 

The total quantity of raw sugar imported last 
quarter was 80 per cent. less than a year earlier and 
this, accompanied by a fall in price, led to a reduction 
of £2-7 million in value. Decreased arrivals from Java 
(decrease 1:3 million cwts.), Mauritius (decrease 1:2 
million cwts.), and Australia (decrease 0-5 million 
cwts.) were the chief elements in the total reduction of 
8-2 million ewts. in the quantity imported.

Exports of coal in the first three months of the year 
were nearly 2 million tons (or 14 per cent.) greater than 
a year earlier, but 1:1 million tons less than in the last 
quarter of 1929. The quantity exported in March 
(4,783,000 tons) was only 20,000 tons more than in 
March, 1929, while in Tanuary and February the rela-

tive increases over the corresponding months a year 
earlier were about a million tons each month; this fact, 
coupled with the decrease of average values in March 
noted below, is not an encouraging feature of the 
returns. 

Exports of coal to countries outside Europe remained 
during the past quarter at about the same level gener- 
ally as a year ago, though there was a decrease of 
100,000 tons in the exports to Brazil. In Europe, the 
principal countries to which increased quantities were 
shipped were France (728,000 tons, or nearly two-fifths 
of the total increase), Belgium (344,000 tons), Ger- 
many (204,000 tons), and Italy, Sweden, and the 
Netherlands (each about 100,000 tons). 

The average value per ton of all coal exported rose 
from 15s. 9d. in the first quarter of 1929 to 16s. 7d. in 
the last quarter of that year, and 17s. in the first quarter 
of 1930. There was, however, a drop in March to 
16s. 8d. per ton from the average value of 17s. 2d. per 
ton shown for each of the two preceding months. 

The quantity of coal shipped as bunkers in the foreign 
trade last quarter was about 2 per cent. less than a year 
earlier, and the quantity of oil fuel so shipped was also 
less by about 3 per cent. 

Imports of crude petroleum were about 13 per cent. 
less than during the first quarter of 1929, but retained 
imports of motor spirit increased by 23 per cent., and 
there was also an increase in lubricating oil. Gas oil 
and fuel oil showed decreases. Exports of petroleum 
refined in the United Kingdom increased by 8} per cent.

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The retained imports of iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof during the past three months showed a 
considerable increase as compared both with the last 
quarter of 1929 and with the first quarter of 1929, the 
increase as compared with the corresponding quarter 
last year being no less than 261,000 tons, or 45 per cent. 
The quarter’s total was somewhat in excess of that re- 
corded for the first quarter of 1928. The imports con- 
sisted mainly of crude steel and semi-finished material, 
The increase has been proportionately greatest in the 
imports of crude iron and steel, the increase in the case 
of finished products being relatively small. 

British exports of iron and steel and manufactures 
thereof, on the other hand, have shown a heavy fall, 
being 167,000 tons (14:5 per cent.) less than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year and 121,000 tons less 
than in the last quarter of 1929 and 75,000 tons less 
than in the first quarter of 1928. The decrease has 
affected all classes, whether crude, semi-finished, or 
finished iron and steel goods. The decrease of 14:5 per 
cent. in quantity as compared with a year ago was 
accompanied by a fall of 11:2 per cent. in value, so that 
the average value was nearly 4 per cent. higher than 
a year ago, due in part to an increase in the proportion 
of finished, and a decrease in that of crude, iron and 
steel.

As compared with the first quarter of 1929, there was 
an increase of 2,800 tons (12 per cent.) in the retained 
imports of machinery and a decrease of 10,700 tons 
(7-5 per cent.) in the British exports of machinery, but 
the aggregate weight of the machinery exported is still 
five times as great as the total of that imported. A 
great fall occurred in the number of motor cars and 
chassis imported, this number being only about one- 
half what it was a year ago. A smaller fall (15 per 
cent.) occurred in the number of motor cars and chassis 
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exported, but the total value of the exports of motor 
vehicles, chassis and parts was the same as a year ago, 
due to increased exports of commercial vehicles (of 
higher value than touring cars) and the heavier chassis. 
Exports of tyres increased by more than 50 per cent. 
in value. 

The gross tonnage of ships and boats (other than war 
vessels) exported was greater than in the preceding 
quarter but 25 per cent. less than in the first quarter 
of 1929. This very variable item accounted for the 
decrease in value (£1-3 million) in the vehicles group, 
other items not particularly mentioned above showing 
a balance between increases and decreases. 


TEXTILES. 

The following table shows the retained imports of 
textile raw materials, and is of interest from the point 
of view of current prospects for the textile industries, 
but it should be borne in mind that many of these im- 
ports are normally concentrated in particular seasons 
of the year.

The retained imports of raw cotton were much less 
than a year ago, but were in excess of the quantity 
imported in the first quarter of 1928. The average 
value has been about 164 per cent. lower this year 
than last, and the decreased imports, accompanied by 
the fall in price, accounted for a decrease of £9-4 
million in the total imports for the quarter as com- 
pared with a year earlier. According to the statistics 
published by the Liverpool Cotton Association, de- 
liveries of cotton to the mills aggregated about 360 
million lbs. last quarter, compared with 405 million 
lbs. in the preceding quarter and 404 million Ibs. in 
the first quarter of 1929. 

In the case of sheep’s and lambs’ wool, retained 
imports were about 8 per cent. more than a year 
earlier. The average value of the wool imported was, 
however, 1734 per cent. lower, and this reduction 
accounted for a decrease of over £34 million in the 
total imports for the quarter. 

A substantial increase occurred in the imports of 
raw silk and of silk cocoons, etc. Flax and tow also 
showed a substantial increase, and jute a marked 
decline.

Exports of cotton yarns and manufactures declined 
in value, as compared with a year earlier, by £7:3 
million, or over 19 per cent., this being due to a 
decrease both in average values and in the quantities 
exported. In the case of cotton yarns, the quantity 
decreased by about 14 per cent., and a similar per- 
centage decrease occurred owing to lower average 
values. In the case of cotton piece-goods, the quan- 
tity also declined by about 14 per cent., and the 
average value fell by nearly 64 per cent. Exports of 
cotton thread were maintained in quantity but fell in 
value by about 6 per cent. 

Exports of woollen and worsted yarns and manufac- 
tures declined in value as compared with a year earlier 
by £2-7 million, or 18 per cent., due also to decreases 
in average values and in the quantities exported. In 
the case of wool tops, the quantity decreased by 18 per 
cent. and the average value by 12 per cent.; woollen 
and worsted yarns showed a decline of 5 per cent. in 
quantity and 123 per cent. in average value, while 
woollen and worsted tissues showed a decrease of 
18 per cent. in quantity, combined with an increase of 
about 1 per cent. in average value. The latter increase 
is the result of increases in values per square yard of 
the lighter kinds of ‘* mixed ”’ fabrics. ‘* All wool ”’ 
fabrics show a small decrease in average value.

BRITISH STANDARD NICKEL. 


The British standard specifications for non-ferrous metals 
and alloys have recently been extended by the issue of 
two specifications relating to nickel.

CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The Acting High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, be- 
tween March 27 and April 2, 12,000 barrels and 3,000 boxes 
of Canadian apples were shipped to British ports. 





CANADIAN FELDSPAR. 


The possibility of Canada supplying a part of the feldspar 
hitherto furnished by New England mines appears to have 
contributed to the marked activity which manifested itself 
in the industry in 1929, states the Acting High Commissioner 
of Canada in London. The presence in the field of represen- 
tatives of important American interests having control of 
large grinding capacity in the United States, lent an impetus 
to a wider search for new deposits, as well as to a closer 
checking up of the commercial possibilities of idle properties. 


The feldspar industry of Canada, so far as output is con- 
cerned, has remained practically stationary for a number 
of years. The annual production has averaged about 30,000 
tons; the entire output has been derived from Ontario and 
Quebec, the former producing about two-thirds of the total. 
Pegmatite dykes, which constitute the source of the feld- 
spar, are of widespread occurrence over large areas in both 
provinces, and hundreds of them have been opened up in 
the search for commercial deposits. Very few of the mines, 
however, have become large-scale producers, and in 1929 
only three or four of the properties worked could be reckoned 
as enterprises of major importance. 


The available market for Canadian feldspar has been 
limited hitherto by the small domestic consumption and the 
requirements of the Rochester, U.S.A., grinding plants. 
It is believed, however, that a number of the more important 
mines in Maine and New Hampshire, both important pro- 
ducing states and furnishing, in 1927, 31 per cent. of the 
total American output of slightly over 200,000 tons, are ap- 
proaching depletion, particularly in the higher grade feld- 
spar now demanded by the progressively stricter require- 
ments of the ceramic industries. 





EXPORTS OF TIN ORE FROM SIAM. 


Official information received from Singapore gives the 
export of tin ore from Siam to Singapore and Penang 
during January as 23,946 pikuls, 73 katis, compared with 
24,314 pikuls, 574 katis in December last.—Malayan Infor- 
mation Agency in London.

sion of the ‘‘ artistic offensive ’’ now being carried on by the 
best poster advertisers. Viscountess Dunedin makes a similar 
appeal in an article ‘‘ The Appeal to the Eye,’’ in which she 
emphasises the necessity for all goods advertised by poster to 
be of the highest possible quality. Posters must be pleasing to 
look upon, she says, but the goods they advertise must not dis- 
appoint. ‘‘ We have got to learn to buy British a not 
because they are British, but because they are best. If they are 
the best, then the poster is a wonderful means of ensuring 
their commercial success.’” Mr. Angus Watson draws a picture 
of the poster of the future, and prophesies its ever-increasing 
use; Sir James Owen, a Past-President of the British Poster 
Advertising Association, discusses the position of the poster in 
relation to the preservation of natural beauty, and Mr. ‘Tom 
Purvis pleads for more artistic appreciation among business 
men. In a review of the year Mr. George T. Mills, President 
of the Poster Advertising Association, points to the great 
advance in prestige and dignity won for poster advertising by 
the work of the Association, and replies to the criticisms occa- 
sionally levelled against the industry. Other articles deal with 
the ideal hoarding, the best means of using posters, and similar 
subjects of interest to advertisers.

FOURTH WORLD POULTRY CONGRESS. 


His Majesty the King, who had already given his patron- 
age to the Congress, has now entered as an exhibitor and is 
sending birds from the Home Farm at Windsor to be shown 
at the Crystal Palace, when the World’s Poultry Congress 
meets in July (22 to 30). 

It is interesting to note, state the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries, the organisers of the Congress, that His 
Majesty has followed the regulations that apply to all ex- 
hibitors, that is to say, he has filled in the ordinary forms 
and sent the ordinary fee in the same way as the most modest 
poultry keeper. His acknowledgment of the value of the- 
Congress for exhibition purposes is significant, and the 
news of his participation will be received throughout the 
industry, and beyond its considerable area, with very 
genuine satisfaction. 

The last week for entries to the Congress brought an 
onrush of applications; it was clear, even before the last 
batches of letters came to hand, that the British entries 
would double, if they did not treble, those of the country 
that comes next in order of numbers. At the same time, all 
available trade space originally allotted has been taken, and 
the question of extending gallery space in the interest of late 
applicants who are urgent in their appeal, is being care- 
fully considered. 

Mr. Stephen Gaselee, of the Foreign Office, has been 
nominated to the Executive Committee of the Fourth World 
Poultry Congress by the Foreign Secretary. The appoint- 
ment has been rendered desirable by the world-wide response 
to the Government’s invitation and the forthcoming visit 
of the representatives of 55 nations. 

The National Farmers’ Union has decided to have a re- 
ception room and a writing room at the Crystal 
Palace for the convenience of its members’ who 
propose to attend the Congress. The Union is 
taking an active interest in the Congress, and has circu- 
larised its branches throughout the country, in order 
to urge members to take advantage of an occasion that can 
hardly be expected to recur in the lifetime of the present 
generation. A number of other bodies and associations of 
standing in the agricultural and horticultural world have 
followed the example of the National Farmers’ Union.

BELGIAN CONGO. 


TRANSPORT PROBLEMS AND 
AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT. 
(From H.M. Consul.) 


Boma.

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while with the continuation of road construction the motor 
lorry now makes its may into all parts of the country and 
is a valuable factor in its commercial progress. Stone and 
iron bridges have been necessary to replace wooden struc- 
tures. Considerable way has also been made _ with 
aviation by a State-subsidised company. There are some 
7,000 miles of navigable waterways in the Belgian Congo 
and new ports are under construction or projected at 
various points. 

The country produces a large variety of commodities and 
offers a rich field for development, there being districts 
where palm oil and kernels, cocoa, coffee, cotton, rubber, 
copal, and ivory are the natural products, others where high 
savannah lands make cattle rearing possible, the Mayumbe, 
in Lower Congo, where the forest lands are being exploited 
for timber, and also for palm oil and kernels, coffee and 
rubber and, most important of all, the Katanga, which 
contains some of the richest mineral deposits in the world, 
copper, tin and uranium being found. Elsewhere there are 
gold and diamond mines. 


AGRICULTURAL PROGRESS. 


Labour and capital are necessary, however, though much 
of both is being employed in the building of railways and 
roads and in clearing work for plantations. The labour 
problem is also closely connected with the advance of agri- 
culture. As the industry develops labour is recruited from 
the villages under the supervision of the Government, who 
have divided the country into zones and apportion the 
workers according to local requirements. 

Cultivations best suited to European enterprise include 
rubber, cocoa, coffee and oil palms, which require systematic 
attention and the sinking of considerable capital. Others, 
such as tapioca, maize, rice, groundnuts, sesame and cotton, 
are best suited to and are carried on almost entirely by 
the natives. 

The Government has stations where experiments are 
made with a view to finding the species of the various crops 
most suited to the country. Agricultural schools are being 
organised for the natives, who are taught the importance 
of using modern methods and implements. 

As regards coffee, Roburta has proved the most suitable, 
though on the higher lands Aritica succeeds best. Cocoa 
has made most progress in the Equatorial Province, while 
in rubber Hevea would appear to give the best results. 
Production of palm oil is taking increasingly the plantation 
form, and where palm trees grow naturally in large 
quantities the authorities are teaching the natives system- 


- atic planting and the replacing of dead trees. Cotton grow- 


ing continues to expand. The Government has selective 
stations for seed and assists the natives in choosing suitable 
land and using rational methods of cultivation. 

Experiments have also been made in rearing cattle at 
various stations. The breeds which have been found to be 
best for crossing with the animals native to the south 
are Herefords and Africandos, while in the equatorial 
regions small cattle from Dahomey and Guinea acclimatise 
well. Experiments have also been made in the rearing of 
sheep for their wool. 

As the country is opened up an increasing demand is 
bound to follow for iron and steel goods, particularly for 
construction work, machinery, railway materials, cotton 
piece-goods, clothing, motor vehicles and other of the neces- 
sities of modern life, as well as provisions for both the 
European and the native populations. A large proportion 
of the imports to the Katanga are carried over the 
Rhodesian railways. Most of the manufactures imported 
into the Lower and Middle Congo are shipped from 
Antwerp through firms whose head offices are there or in 
Brussels.

SWITZERLAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1929. 
(From the British Legation.) 
BERNE. 
Although the volume of Swiss foreign trade for 1929 
shows a slight advance in respect of value, as compared 
with the preceding year, this increase was due principally 
to heavier imports, exports having declined by some 
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30 million francs. The total value of Swiss foreign trade 
amounted to 4,888-2 million frs., as against 4,879 million 
frs. in 1928. 

Imports rose in value from 2,744-6 million frs. in 1928 to 
2,783-8 million frs. in the year under review (+ 39-1 million 
frs.), while exports fell from 2,134-4 million frs. to 2,104°4 
million frs. (— 30 million frs.). Thus the adverse trade 
balance amounted to 679-4 million frs., as compared with 
610-2 million frs. in 1928, or, given in percentage, 24°4, as 
against 22-2 in 1928 and 21 per cent. in 1927. Imports of 
gold bullion surpassed the 1928 figure and amounted to 
129 million frs. (108-9 million frs. in 1928), Great Britain 
being the principal supplier.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 


As regards the distribution of the foreign trade, 
Germany and Great Britain remain the two principal 
customers. In 1928 Swiss exports to Great Britain 
attained 305-9 million frs. and those to Germany 387-2 
million frs.; in the year under review the figures fell to 
288-0 million frs. and 354-8 million frs. respectively. At 
the same time, imports from Great Britain fell from 226°3 
million frs. to 167-8 million frs., while those from Germany 
rose from 623-9 million frs. to 689°1 million frs. On the 
other hand, the volume of trade directed towards the 
United States, France and Italy showed a satisfactory in- 
crease, exports having risen from 195-3 million frs. to 207-5 
million frs. in respect of the first-mentioned country, and 
from 156-6 million frs. to 181-8 million frs. and 140-6 
million frs. to 158°3 million frs. respectively in the case of 
France and Italy. There was also an increase of exports 
to the following countries:—Austria, Belgium, Holland, 
Sweden, Czechoslovakia, and the Soviet Union. It is in- 
teresting to note that trade with the latter country has 
expanded both as regards imports and exports, the figures 
being 13 million frs., as against 6-7 million frs. in 1928 and 
10-1 million frs., as compared with 7 million frs. respec- 


tively. 
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TURKEY. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Istanbul reports 
that according to the Turkish Customs return for the 
year 1928 (the latest issued) the value of imports and 
exports in the year under review was £T.223,531,775 and 
£T.173,537,489 respectively, an increase of £T.12,133,591 
in the former and of £T.15,116,491 in the latter, as com- 
pared with 1927. The trade balance for the year, there- 
fore, was an unfavourable one to the extent of 
£T.49,994,286, as against an adverse balance of 
£T.52,977,186 and £T.48,276,980 respectively in 1927 and 
1926. The following tables show the values of the prin- 
cipal imports into and exports from Turkey during 1928, 
together with the comparative figures for 1927 :— 
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The United Kingdom’s export of cotton goods to Turkey 
in 1928 amounted to £T.12,910,599, and represented 
24-6 per cent. of the total imports from all countries. Of 
this amount £T.6,298,325 comprised dyed or printed, 
mercerised, calendered, schreinered, damasked, jacquards, 
cretonnes, twills and similar fabrics in dyed yarns, printed, 
striped or floral printed and printed flannelettes. Other

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


General trade and industry continues below a year ago, 
states a cable received by the London Office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York. Easter trade is increasing, 
but the general retail trade is sluggish. Jobbing and whole- 
sale lines are gradually gaining. 

Some department stores in New York City are discharging 
many employees, but several reports indicate that the peak 
of unemployment has passed. Sales of mail order and chain 
stores in March declined somewhat. The average daily 
construction contracts awarded last month were 44 per 
cent. above February but 5 per cent. below a year ago.

Commercial failures in March were 2,347, against 2,262 in 
the previous month and 1,987 in March, 1929. Liabilities 
involved 56,846,015 dollars, against 51,326,365 dols. and 
36,355,691 dols. respectively. 

The average daily crude oil production for the week ended 
March 29 was 2,514,200 barrels, against 2,535,900 barrels in 
the preceding week and 2,627,259 barrels a year ago. Rail- 
way freight loadings for the week ended March 22 were 
875,542 cars, being 86,858 cars below a year ago and 74,652 
cars under two years ago. 

The general level of farm prices on March 15 was 126 per 
cent. of pre-war level, and was the lowest since May, 1927. 
This compares with 131 on February 15 and 140 a year 
earlier. 

Steel production in the first quarter of the year was above 
expectations, and producers are optimistic regarding the 
second quarter. Ingot production in March averaged 
164,961 tons daily, against 169,499 tons in the previous 
month and 194,548 tons in March of last year. 

Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended April 5 was 90°8, against 90-4 in 
the previous week and 90-7 the fortnight before.

THE WORLD’S TONNAGE. 


LLOYD’S REGISTER RETURNS FOR MARCH 
QUARTER. 


From the statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Ship- 
ping’”’ regarding vessels under construction at the end of 
March, it will be noted that in Great Britain and Ireland 
there is an increase of 54,739 tons in the work in hand as 
compared with the figures for last December, and that the 
present total—1,614,993 tons—is 257,618 tons greater than 
the tonnage which was being built at the end of March, 1929. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad—1,650,936 
tons—is 100,310 tons greater than the work which was in 
hand at the end of December, 1929. 


The total tonnage under construction in the world amounts 
to 3,265,929, of which 49-4 per cent. is building in Great 
Britain and Ireland and 50-6 per cent. abroad. The average 
percentages in the last twelve months before the war were 
57-2 for Great Britain and Ireland and 42-8 for abroad. 


In Great Britain and Ireland 426,570 tons were com- 
menced—a decrease of about 72,000 tons over the similar 
figures for the December quarter; and 344,699 tons were 
launched-—a decrease of about 128,000 tons. Similar figures 
for abroad are 430,231 tons commenced, and 308,184 tons 
launched. 

A large increase as compared with the previous quarter is 
shown in the tanker tonnage under construction, the present 
figures being 122 vessels of 886,884 tons, of which 77 vessels 
of 558,778 tons are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, 
and 9 vessels of 84,745 tons in Germany. It is of interest to 
note that of the 122 tankers under construction, 104 are 
motorships. The tanker tonnage now building represents 
over 27 per cent. of the total steam and motor tonnage under 
construction in the world. 

The tonnage of motorships under construction in Great 
Britain and Ireland (876,960 tons) exceeds, for the first time, 
the tonnage of steamers building (736,033 tons), while the 
motorship tonnage being constructed abroad (1,054,402 tons) 
is nearly 85 per cent. greater than the tonnage of steamers. 





UNITED KINGDOM. 


RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR JANUARY. 


The statistics for January, which have been published by 
the Minister of Transport, can now be obtained at H.M. 
Stationery Office (price 3s. 6d.). In addition to the usual 
information the volume contains particulars of the passenger 
miles, the average distance over which passengers were con- 
veyed, and the average receipt per passenger mile for the 
month of September, 1929.

INCREASED PASSENGER TRAFFIC RECEIPTS. 


The total number of passenger journeys (excluding season 
ticket holders) taken on all standard-gauge railways in Great 
Britain in January was 102,144,484, an increase compared 
with the first month of 1929 of 4,567,891, or 4-7 per cent, 
The journeys taken by passengers at reduced fares rose b 
5,121,821, and those at standard or ordinary fares fell by 
553,930. The receipts from passengers (excluding season 
ticket holders) showed an advance of £73,653, or 2 per cent, 
lf the London Tubes and Metropolitan District Railway be 
omitted, the figures denote an increase in journeys of 
3,581,704, or 5-2 per cent., and a rise in receipts of 
£62,865, or 1-9 per cent. For all companies the receipts 
from passenger train traffic (including season tickets and 
parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding mails and 
parcels post) were £62,209 more than in January, 1929. The 
coaching train miles showed an increase of 491,151, or 
2-1 per cent. 


LARGER FREIGHT TONNAGE AND RECEIPTS. 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) was 29,548,276, an increase compared with 
January, 1929, of 1,095,538 tons, or 3-9 per cent. Included 
in this figure were 18,915,023 tons of coal, coke and patent 
fuel, an increase compared with January, 1929, of 597,283 
tons, or 3-3 per cent. 

Freight train receipts amounted to £9,133,397, an in- 
crease of £2,581. The freight train miles run were 312,391 
more than in January, 1929, a rise of 2:6 per cent. The 
average train load increased from 130 to 130} tons, and the 
net ton-miles per engine-hour from 423} to 436.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


IRON AND STEEL PRODUCTION IN MARCH. 

The National Federation of Iron and Steel Manufacturers 
reports that 665,800 tons of pig iron were produced in 
March, as compared with 607,000 tons in February, 590,500 
tons in March, 1929, and a monthly average of 855,000 tons 
in 1913. 


Furnaces in blast at the end of March numbered 157, a 
net decrease of five since the beginning of the month. 


The March output of pig iron included 204,200 tons of 
hematite, 266,400 tons of basic, 139,800 tons of foundry and 
27,700 tons of forge pig iron. 


The production of steel ingots and castings in March 
amounted to 826,100 tons, compared with 776,400 tons in 
February, 859,900 tons in March, 1929, and a monthly 
average of 638,600 tons in 1913.

AUSTRALIA. 


IMPORT PROHIBITIONS AND RESTRICTIONS. 


With reference to the list of goods prohibited from im- 
portation into Australia, except with the written consent of 
the Minister for Trade and Customs for the Commonwealth, 
particulars of which were published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.” of 
April 10, 1930 (pages 505 and 506), the High Commissioner 
for Australia has received telegraphic advice from the 
Commonwealth Government that the prohibition does not 
apply to potted or concentrated meats, or to plated butter 
or fruit knives. 


Tho prohibition, however, does apply to batteries, cells, 
and accumulators of all kinds whether imported separately 
or incorporated in some other article. 


The High Commissioner is informed that the Minister for 
Trade and Customs has given his consent to the importation 
of goods covered by the Proclamation concerning which 
satisfactory evidence is produced to the Collector of Customs 
at the port of importation that such goods were despatched 
from the factory or the manufacturers’ or suppliers’ 
premises prior to April 4 for exportation to Australia. 


PREFERENCE CONDITIONS: ADDITION TO 
RAW MATERIAL LIST. 

The Commonwealth Department of Trade and Customs 
announce that almonds in the shell have been added to the 
list of materials regarded as raw materials for the purpose of 
applying the British Preferential Tariff in Australia. 





CANADA. 


IMPORTATION OF HIDES, SKINS, GLUE- 
STOCK, BONES, HOOFS, HORNS. 


An Order-in-Council, of March 12, which will become 
effective on June 2 next, lays down revised Regulations in 
substitution for those contained in the Order of February 4, 
1922,* governing the importation into Canada of untanned 
hides and skins, gluestock, bones, hoofs, horns, and similar 
materials. 

Sections 1 to 6 of the forthcoming new Regulations are as 
follows : — 


HIDES AND SKINS. 


1. The importation of untanned hides, and skins of cattle, 
buffalo, calves, sheep, goats, swine, horses, mules and asses, 
originating in the United States of America and Newfound- 
land is permitted into the Dominion of Canada without re- 
striction, provided each shipment is accompanied by a sworn 
declaration of the shipper that the hides or skins were taken 
from animals which originated in either of those countries. 


2. The importation of untanned hides and skins originat- 
ing in other countries known to be free from foot and mouth 
disease, rinderpest, and other serious epizootic diseases, is 
permitted without restriction either direct or via the United 
States of America, if accompanied by a certificate signed 
by an official veterinarian of the country of origin stating 
that anthrax is not prevalent, that foot and mouth disease, 
rinderpest, or any other serious epizootic disease does not 
exist in that country, and that the hides and skins were taken 
off animals in that country. 


3. The importation of untanned hides and skins originat- 
ing in any country is permitted for disinfection, if con- 
signed to premises approved by the Veterinary Director 
General, and under the conditions outlined in Sections 7, 
8 and 9.

By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise infor- 
mation required.
